SACREONESS OF MARRIAGE. 


1s to be Impressed in the Arch-diocese 
of Milwaukee. 


Milwaukee, Wis, Ang. 1.--According 
to the “handbook for the Catholic par- 
ishes of the atch-diovese of Milwaukee” 
just issued by Archbishop S. G. Mess- 
mer, no Catholic in the arch-diocese of 
Milwaukee may hereafter be married 
after five o'clock in the evening in the 
winter, or six o'clock in the summer. 
No Catholic may be married in a private 
house, nor with any thing but religious 
music, solos and duets being forbidden 
and bridal parties are admonished that 
a ‘Catholic wedding and Catholic 
church are not the place for a display 
of female forme and freaks of fashion.”

authorities there claim that the rate 
of consumption has inereased by a 
bushel per capita in the past four 
or five years—we are about to enter 
upon a period when the supply 
seems certain to be on a muebh 
smaller scale than we have had the 
past two years. European deficiency 
iookg as if it would amount to at 
least 160,000,000 as compared with 
last year, or with the average pro- 
duction of the past two seasons 
The deficiency in the Americas 
promises to be about 112,000,000 
bushels as compared with last year, 
or 80,000,000 if compared with the 
average production of the two pre- 
ceding years.

In raising this question the court 
has had to include Nova Seotia. the 
only other province of the Domin 
ton which had this English law be- 
fore confederation, and which, like 
Hritish Columbia, had since  con- 
tinued to exercise it.

The point has been raised in 
Mary Watts’ petition agafust Reu- 


ben Watts. That case has now been 
directed to stand aaidp until Oct- 
ober.

New Jersey Man Fills Lakes and 
Fountains for Bride’s Home 
Coming. 


Somerville, N.J.. August 1.—In an 
afiort to make his two thousand acre 
park like a fairyland for his bride 
during their honeymoon, James B 
Duke pumped the Raritan River dry 
at this point and stopped the opera- 
tions of the Raritan woollen mills, 
the largest industry here, Mr. Duke

All of these are supplied by water 
from the Raritan River, by means of

In honor of the bride the foun- 
tains were wade to shoot their spray 
higher, the lakes were filled to over- 
flowing, the casendes dashed with 
unusual volume over the rocks and 
the great pumps were kept pumping 
night and day to keep up the dis- 
play ;but all the while the Raritan 
River. which ig the second greatest 
watershed in New Jersey, kept 
dwindling until only a tiny stream 
found its way through the bed to the 
intake of the Raritan woollen mills, 
and the mill was left high and dry, 
there being searcely enough water in 
the wells io supply the big boiler of 
the mill, 

Mr. and Mrs, Duke have just left 
the estate for a three weeks’ auto 
tour, and the management decided 
there was no use for a prolonged dis 
play and agreed to stop the drain in 
the river and give the mills a fair 
share of the water,

SEWED PUPS TOGETHER. 


Scientific Experiment Having all Ele- 
ments of Gross Cruelty. 


New York, Aug. 1—Dr. G. B, Law- 
son and Dr. C, R, Brown, two phy- 
sicians of the King’s County hospital 
staff, who made ay experiment in 
vivisection by sewing two pups to- 
gether, appeared before Robert Heb- 
verd, commissioner of the department 
ot public charities, to answer the 
charge that they conducted the ex 
periment without I¢gil right, anf 
with great cruelty to the aninilfils éx- 
perimented upon After hearing their 
statements Commissioner Hebberd 
continued their suspension and post- 
poned the case until he could make 
surther personal investigation info the 
case, 

The two physicians, whose names 
have heretoiore been concealed, are 
resident at the hospital. They ad- 
mitted the charge, but indignantly de- 
nied they fad conducted the experi- 
ment out of curiosity, and asserted 
that they were seeking scientific facts 
It was their purpose, they said, to 
isertain whether or not life fluid 
ould in this way be transfused from 
me body to another, and to see if 
skin could be directly grafted in such 
a4 manner, Scientitie knowledge in 
this regard they believed to be of 
vital importance in the treatment of 
human beings, 

Commissioner Hebbard said he had 
no dout that the experiment was conu- 
ducted for the purpose stated but ‘said 
he physicians had no right to exper- 
iment without consulting the super 
intendent of the hospital, He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the enthusi- 
asm and ambition of the physicians 
nad run away with their judgment 

“Tam not fully satisfied with the 
evidence in the case,” said the com- 
missioner, ‘‘and wil! make a rigid in- 
vestigation personally, IT am not 
ully satisfied that the law has been 
violated, nor that the animals suf- 
fered much pain. The physicians 
ay that the puppies kept their eyes 
ypen during the experiment, and 
showed little evidence of suffering. If 
there was any brutality, or if the ex- 
periment was illegal, I will place no 
obstacle in the way of the prosecution 
of the two doctors by the Society foi 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals,”

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS, 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
North-West Provinces, excepting 8 
and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
steaded by any person the sole head 
of a iamily, or male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec 
tgon, of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry 
must be made in person by the ap- 
plicant at the office of the local Agent 
or Sub-Agent. Entry by proxy may, 
however, be made on certain condi- 
tions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister of an in- 
tending homesteader. 

An application for entry or inapee- 
tion made personally at any Sub- 
agent's office may be wired to the 
local Agent by the Subagent, at the 
expense of the applicant, and if the 
land applied for is vacant on receipt 
of the telegram such application is 
to have priority and the land will be 
held until the necessary, papers to 
complete the transaction are receiv- 
ed by mail, 

In case of “personation” the entry 
will be summarily cancelled and the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim, 

An application for inspection must 
be made in person. The applicant 
must be eligible for homestead entry, 
and only one application for inspec. 
tion will be received from an indivi" 
dual until that application hag been 
disposed of, 

A homesteader whose entry is in 
good standing, and not liaBle to can- 
cellation, may, subject to approval of 
Department, relinquish i} in favour 
of father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister, if eligible, but to 
no one else, on filing declaration of 
abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily can- 
celled, or voluntarily abandoned, sub. 
sequent to institution of concellation 
proceedings, the applicant for inspec 
tion will be entitled to prior right of 
entry 

Applicants for inspection must 
state in what particulars the home- 
steader is in default, and if subse- 
quently the statement is found to be 
incorrect in material particulars, the 
applicant will lose any prior right of 
re-entry, shoulu the land become 
vacant, or if entry has Leen granted 
it may be summarily cancelled 

Duties.-A_ settler required to 
perform the conditions under one of 
the following plans :— 

(1) At least six months’ residence 

upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
yoars, 
(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader 
resides upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such home- 
steader the requirement ag to resi 
dence may be satisfied by such per- 
son residing with the father or 
mother. 

(3) If the settler has his permanent 
cesidence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead ,the requifement may be satis 
tied by residence upon such land. 

Before making application for 
patent the settler must give six 
months’ notice in writing to he Com- 
missioner of Dominion Lands at Ot- 
‘awa, of his intention to do so, 
SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH. 

WEST MINING REGULATIONS. 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may 
leased for a period oa twenty-one 
vears at an annual rental of $1 per 


acre. Not more than 2,560 acres 
shall be leased to one individual or 
eompany. A royalty at the rate ol 


five cents per ton shall be collected 
on the merchantable coal mined. 

Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having diseovered 
mineral in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 x 1,500 feet. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on 
the claim each year or pajd to the 
mining recorder in lieu thereof. When 
$500 has been expended or paid, the 
locator may, upon having a survey 
made, and upon complying with other 
requirenfents, purchase ‘ne land at 
$1 per acre, 

The patent provides for the pay- 
ment of a royalty of 2 12 per cent. on 
the sale. 

Placer mining claims generally are 
100 feet square; entry fee $5, renew- 
able yearly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases 
to dredge for geld of five miles each 
for a term of twenty years, renewable 
at the discretion of the Minister of 
the Interior, 

‘The lessee shall have a dredge in 
operation within one season from the 
date of the lease for each five miles, 
Rental $10 per annum for each mile 
Royalty at the rate 


of "2 12 per cent. collected on the 
output after it exceeds $10,000.
